dismember the country with the 
assistance of Lenine, the Czech- 
Slovak prisoners asked to be al- 
lowed to cross Siberia to Vladi- 
vostok, that they might make their 
way to France and join the Allied 
forces. 

Consent was given but 
ward refused, Whereupon the 
Czech-Slovaks took matters—and 
a good share of Russia—into their 
own hands. Being Slavs, and 
speaking the language, they were 
able to appeal to the Russian peo- 
ple to resist the Germanizing pol- 
icy by which their country was be- 
ing broken up and brought under 
Teutonic domination. 

They thus became in eastern 
Russia and in Siberia the cham- 
pions of the liberty of the country 
against which they had been fore- 
ed to fight. In seattered bands 
they have carried on war 
months against the Bolsheviki, and 
if not successful in rousing the 
Russian people to a war for libera- 
tion they have at least stalled the 
Germanizing policy and broken 
the power of Berlin’s Russian ac- 
complices. 

But for what they have 
and the measure of resistance 
which their example inspired 
among the Russian people, great 
Russia would probably by this 
time have shared the fate of the 
Ukraine and the Baltic provinces, 
and the resources of the whole 
Russian Empire would be at the 
disposal of Berlin. It is because 
of their resistance that Allied in- 
tervention in Russia is possible of 
practical results. Had they not 
seized and held important sections 
of the Trans-Siberian railway the 
Allied expedition to Siberia could 
hardly have been undertaken with 
any prospect of success worth 
while. 

Aside altogether from the fact 
that the Allies are pledged to the 
principle that a people should be 
free to determine its own govern- 
ment, the Czech-Slovaks in Russia 
have earned independence for 
their country, and by the valor 
they have shown and the services
